CRASH FATAL TO FOUR 


Prominent .Marshfield Men Are Killed 


When Automobile is Struck by 


Soo Line Train. 


Four men of prominence in the busi- 


ness and social life of Marshfield were 
killed at a grade crossing near Unity 
last Sunday afternoon, when the auto- 
mobile in which they were riding was 
struck and demolished by Soo line 
passenger train No. 11, in charge 
of Conductor .Elmer Thew of Ashland 
and Engineer James Cassidy of this 
city. 


Peter Daul, aged 45, owner of the 


car and proprietor of the Eagle hotel 
at Marshfield, lived about an hour 
after the accident. The other three 
men, Phillip Adler, aged 65, capitalist 
and owner of the Adler opera house 
as well as other business interests in 
Marshfield, Robert H. Schroeder, 43, 
alderman from the Second ward in 
his home city, and Charles A. Githens, 
42, a real estate dealer, were killed in- 
stantly. 


Mr. Daul and his guests were en- 


route to Dorchester for an afternoon's 
drive when the tragedy 
occurred. 


When the train struck the machine, 
parts of the automobile were hurled 
from 50 to 300 feet and cattle guards 
on the crossing were torn off by the 
impact. Daul was placed in the bag- 
gage car of the train and taken to 
Unity, where he died in the depot 
.shortly after medical aid reached him. 


Schroeder, one of the victims of the 


crash, resided in Stevens Point for a 
short time a number of years ago, 
when he was interested in the horse- 
shoeing and blacksmithing business 
with the late Max Neseman.
